DAMROSCH ORCHESTRA
GIVES FIRST CONCERT

Interesting Program Well Played
Before a Crowded House.
Heifetz the Soloist

The New York Symphony Soclety, strength-
etied av to personnel, limpressive in numbers
und led by tha veteran Walter Damrogch, gave
It first concert of the season nt the Academy
of Musle last evenlng. The program Wwas
short, varled In style and intevesiing : In fact,
there were no two compositions for the same
combination. 1t bhegan  with  Besthoven's
Symphony No. 7, for full orchestra, followed
by two movements from the string quartet of
Debusay for sirings alone, except basses, nnd
closed with the Bruch Concerto in D minor,
with Jascha Helfetz as soloist

The orchestra Is better than when it was
hers last, there belng more attention to detall
on the part of the player 1 & mare evident
desire 1o produce the beat possible quality
of tone and unanimity of riivthm. The wood
wind Is especially good and did excellent
work In the Intreductlon of the symphony,
thelr phrosing and balance of tone belng
excellent, although the composition does not
present any great difficulties, judged by mod-
ern stuandards of orchestral writing.

Mr. Dumrogeh held closely to  classionl
Ideals in the Interpretation of the S8ymphony
and Introduced pothing especinlly new In his
reading, which, after all, Is not a bad way
to play Beethoven, Thers was perhaps here
and there in the allegretto a tendency to-
ward the overemphasis of the part carrying
tha chlef melody, although the reverse was
trua of the second appearance of the theme,
whera the counterpointed melody of the
violes and cellos almost drowned the main
tune, Perhaps this was the rewson for the
accentuation ef the theme lnter in the move-
ment. However, the symphony ng & whole
was read In all 1ts foyvousness and eternal
freshness, and It was sympathetically olayved.

Mr. Damrosch ia fond ot playing string
quiartet numbers for the unlted orchestral
quartet instruments, but It s doubtful ex-
periment &t best, aan the cthereal quality of
the Debussy movement in the original form is
lost in the masa of tone produced by all the
quartet instruments of the orchestru. How-
ever, It is beautiful music and now univer-
sally accepted as such In spite of the fusa
that quartet players and critles made when
It first appeared, and Ilast evening wad
greatly enjoyed by the audlence.

Mr. Helfetz appeared in the Bruch D
minor concerto No. 2 and showed the same
qualities as a violinlst that made him so
highly acelalmed last year. The left-hand
technique, polished to the highest point of
perfection, the free, true stroke of the bow,
the smooth tone always under perfect control
and sweet In quallty were all there and
technlcally his performance was perfect. He
interpreted sympathetlcally. without exag-
geration, oversentimentallz'ng, or poses, what
there I8 In the work to Interpret, but {t can-
not be denled that he was unfortunate in
his cho'ce of a concerto, Never in hls later
works for vielm did Bruch reach the helghta
he attained In the concerto In G minor and
{11 the number playad by Mr, He'fetz last eve-
ning the melodic inapiration cannot be said
to be more than medioere. The orchestra-
tion Is good, but It Is to be regretted that
Mr. Helfotz did not choose a work which
would give him more of a chance to display
his mbilities as & poctle Interpreter. One
cannot rise to very great helghts on a
Pegusus thut cannot be made to fly.

After the concerto Mr. Damrosch played
as a Pplece not on the program an orches-
tral number bullt on a Belgian folk song of
the sixteenth century and commemorating
the destruction of the atatue of the Duke of
Alba by the people of Brussels, It was
played, Mr. Damrosch expla‘ned, as a timely
work, us King Albert has just come again
into his own. It proved to be rather an ex-
travagant working out of a very simple
theme, but was cordially received by the au-
dlence, which was of overflow dimensions,
